Pound  Drowned. 


Last  Monday  morning  while  the  logger 
at  the  saw-mill  of  R,  N.  Archer  &  Co.,  was 
getting  logs  out  of  the  river  the  body  of  a 
man  floated  out  from  under  the  raft  on 
which  he  was  at  work.
